None of the employes was seri- 
cusly injured although Nick Schnei- 
der, 2326 Albion place, St. Louis, 
was taken to St. Mary’s Hospital 
The others, revived after emergen- 
cy treatment at the plant. were 
Frank Schwab, Roland Noelker, 
Joseph Hudereck and Frank Tock- 
stein, all of East St. Louis. Schnei- 
der is a blacksmith, the others ma- 
chinists. 

Damage was estimated by E. J 
Delmore, secretary of the com- 
pany, at about $5000. The loss in- 
cluded the value of the hogs killed 
by the fumes and rendered unfit 
for meat purposes. 

A preliminary investigation failed 
to disclose the cause of the explo- 
sion.

Feb. 27.—The observa- 
tory at Turin today reported the 
discovery of a new asteroid of the 
fourteenth degree, 25 miles in 
diameter, near the constellation of 
the Great Bear.

Therefore, in justice to the 
many volunteer workers and those 
who have immediately responded 
with contributions, we are asking 
that all do their share and that 
contributions be forwarded to the 
Crisis Committee at the earliest 
possible moment, so that the cam- 
paign can be closed. 

“Through the excellent co-opera- 
tion given by citizens of St. Louis 
“uring this campaign, we have 
been able to effect a wonderful or- 
ganization. We greatly appreciate 
the assistance given by the work- 
ers, who have given wonderfully 
of their time. 

“Tf you have not sent in your 
contribution, and have not. been 
approached, please do so volunta- 
rily, as this is a no-expense cam- 
paign and we do not have a large 
army of solicitors. It’s up to all 
who have not donated up to the 
present time to help close this cam- 
paign by immediately responding 
to this request.” 

Jules R. Field, general director 
of the campaign, said a few days 
next week would be required to 
complete solicitation now under 
way. Reports have not been re- 
ceived vet, he related, from many 
large firms which still are obtain- 
ing subscriptions.

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| Affirms Conviction of Chi- 


cago Gangster Who De- 
frauded Federal Govern- 


ment of Income Taxes. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 27.—The convic- 
tion of ‘Scarface Al’’ Capone on 
charges of evading ‘ncome tax laws 
was affirmed today by the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals. 

Ever since he was sentenced by 
Federal Judge James H. Wilkerson 
last Oct. 24, Capone has been in 
the Cook County jail, where he did 
not get credit on his penitentiary 
term. 

Yesterday the United States Mar- 
shal placed a special 24-hour guard 
at his cell because of the many ru- 
mors that he was still controlling 
his gang and possibly planning a 
break if his appeal were denied. 

In a 5000-word opinion, the high 
court upheld the indictments in 
which the gangster was charged 
with cheating the Government of 
some $200,000 in tax, the verdict in 
which hé@ was convicted on five of 
21 counts and his sentence of 11 
years and fine of $50,000. 

Only the intervention of the 
United States Supreme Court~ can 
prevent Capone’s removal to the 
Federal penitentiary at Leaven- 
worth, Kan. 

The appeal was based almost en- 
tirely on the alleged insufficiency 
of the indictment. Capone’s attor- 
neys argued that the indictments 
were so vague, Capone could have 
been tried any number of times on 
them and that because of their 
general nature it was impossible to 
present a proper defense. 

Capone’s stay at the county jail 
was practically at his own choos- 
ing. Judge Wilkerson ordered him 
into custody immediately after giv- 
ing him the largest sentence ever 
levied in an income tax case. Ju ‘ge 
Wilkerson refused to. grant the 
gangster bail and the Circuit Court 
of Appeal also refused bail. - The 
higher court, however, granted Ca- 
pone a writ of supersedeas allow- 
ing him to remart in the county 
jail pending his appeal. It was 
made clear that if Capone changed 
his mind and elected to begin get- 
ting credit for the time served by 
going down to Leavenworth, he 
could do so. 

The weekly shipment of Federal 
prisoners to Léavenworth left last 
night and included Terry Druggan, 
another well-known Chicago gang- 
ster, sentenced for 30 months for 
failure to pay his income tax. If 
the Marshal followed his usual 
practice Capone would not be taken 
to the pentientiary until next Fri- 
day. 

The news was conveyed to Ca- 
pone by one of his jailers. The 
gangster said nothing, turned his 
back to those who were watching 
and walked slowly to his cot.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—The 
Glass-Steagall bill to liberalize the 
Federal Reserve rediscount rules 
was signed into law late today by 
President Hoover. 

The act is designed to place bil- 
lions in cash and credit where they 
can be used for resumption of 
commercial and industrial activity. 

In a formal statement, issued 
simultaneously, the President ex- 
pressed appreciation to members 
of both the Senate and House of 
both’ parties, who co-operated in 
its speedy enactment. He said it 
was “in a sense” a “national de- 
fense measure.”’ 

He said the measure would so 
increase the resources of the Fed- 
eral Reserve banks as to enable 
them “beyond question to . meet 
any conceivable demands that 
might be made on them at home 
or from abroad.”

We are unable to share the opinion that a consti- 
tutional right to condemn the Laclede Gas Light Co.'s 
plant for municipal uses means anything to the city 
at a time when the Board of Aldermen. is trying to 
give the community the benefit of natural gas. 

The city could not condemn the property without 
paying a thumping price for it, based upon the valu- 
ation Laclede enjoys for rate making purposes. This 
is at the time about $47,000,000, and in a condemna- 
tion proceeding the courts would perforce take cogni- 
zance of it. 

The city also would have to compensate Laclede 
for taking its franchise. If Laclede has a valid per- 
petual franchise, as it claims, under which it is mak- 
ing profits, it is certain the courts would require gen- 
erous compensation.

It would do 
nothing of the kind. It would avail itself fully of its 
guarantees under the Federal Constitution, and no 
state constitution can deprive it ef them.

GREAT BRITAINS TARIFF. 

Great Britain, historically a free trade country, 
has enacted a general tariff law imposing a 10 per 
cent duty on all imports, with certain exceptions’ like 
cotton, wheat, corn and coal. This departure from 
ancient tradition is of momentous importance to 
American commerce. Our trade with Great Britain 
topped $700,000,000 in 1930. According to the De- 
partment of Commerce, the new tariff will apply to 
46 per cent of Great Britain’s purchases in the Unit- 
ed States, which is to say that goods valued at $324.,- 


000,000, heretofore admitted free, will now have to 
leap a tariff wall. Since 29 per cent of our exports 
to Great Britain paid duty before the enactment of 
the general tariff law, it becomes apparent that 7 
per cent of all commerce wil! be*dutiable. 

This means a great diminution in trade with one 
of our best customers, and che end is not yet. Those 
commodities still on the free list, representing 25 
per cent of our business, are threatened by competi- 
tion from the British dominions. According to the 
Rawleigh Tariff Bureau, “In the near future the 
colonies will get together with Great Britain on an 
economie program which is designed to cut our 
wheat out of Great Britain and probably also our 
meats.

Abolish all taxes and tariff duties and take 
full rental value of land for public purposes. 

The late Congressman John de Witt War- 
ner of New York said, more than 30 years 
ago: “Some day the debts of our great cities 
will become so great that they will have to 
tax land values heavily to raise sufficient 
revenue.” He was one of the six single 
taxers in Congress in 1894. Has not this 
predicted day arrived? Look at Chicago, 
Philadelphia and New York! Each and all 
in trouble and trying to borrow more money 
to pay their teachers and policemen. 

These and all other cities, as well as 
counties and states, have an ample source 
of revenue at hand. All they have to do 
is to increase the tax on land values until 
approximately the full rental value of land 
is turned into the public treasury. There 
will then be a sufficient fund to meet all 
ordinary legitimate needs. As the rental 
value of land is created by the public, it 
should be taken for public purposes. Per- 
haps one-third of it is so taken now by most 
cities. The other two-thirds are now col- 
lected and retained by private individuals 
or corporations, called “landlords” by econ- 
omists. 


[> the opinion of single taxers, there is 
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It is unjust and unethical to permit land 
values to go to those who do not produce 
them and to take such values. from those 
who do produce them. Property rights will 
be conserved to the fullest when all prod- 
ucts gO to their producers. Single taxers 
are the greatest believers in property rights. 
They would not put one cent of taxes on 
houses or other man-made property until 
all publicly-made values are taken for 
public purposes. 

Now, what would happen if the full rental 
value of land, bare land, were taken by 
taxation and all other taxes were abol- 
ished? The price of unimproved land would 
decline to near zero. Speculation would 
become unprofitable and would cease. Those 
who want to build houses, factories or stores 
would not have to pay a high price for land 
and would not be taxed on their buildings 
after they were constructed. Consequently, 
production costs would be lowered and rents, 
prices and the cost of living would decline. 
As farm lands have little or no value, ex- 
clusive of improvements, they would pay 
little or no taxes, and it would be easy for 
the unemployed to obtain and hold farm 
lands, construct their own omes and pro- 
duce their own food. 

The public creates land values when it 
makes needed improvements, such as paved 
streets, sewers, schools, hospitals, fire and 
police stations, etc. Land values reflect and 
measure what society does for itself in a 
public way. Land values are low where 
there are few people and few public im- 
provements, and are high in large cities 
with good governments and all needed pub- 
lic improvements. Land in the heart of 
New York City is worth $30.000.000 an 
acre. AM average acre of farm land is not 
worth $30 an acre. Probably half the farms 
in this country would not today sell for 
enough to cover the cost of improvements. 
These include buildings, fences, orchards, 
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drains, clearings, etc. Therefore, exempting 

1! improvements and taxing only the rental 
value of land would tax farms, remote from 
cittes, either not at all or only very slightly. 

If all land values were taken by the com- 
munities that create them, there would be 
no speculation in land values and therefore 
no mortgages on them. Mortgages on high- 
ly inflated land values are responsibie for 
over 7000 bank failures since 1920, and for 
our millions of insolvent and tenant farm- 
ers. These “frozen” mortgages, held by 
banks and by imsurance and building and 
loan companies, are the greatest cause of 
the present business depression, 

* * 

Tariff duties interfere with trade, increase 
the cost of living, decrease purchasing pow- 
er and tax all for the benefit of a few. They 
tend toe prevent the payment of internation- 

t debts and are clearly a cause, though a 
minor one, of te present depression. Single 
taxers would, of course, abolish all tariff 
barriers and would make trade as free 
among nations as it is now among our states. 
What folly to spend billions of dollars on 
roads, railroads, canals and ships to remove 
cbstructions to trade and to promote the 
exchange of products, and then to erect 
custom houses which are greater barriers 
to trade and commerce than any that have 
been removed. Why remove natural and 
then erect artificial barriers to trade? 

Single taxers hold that al] taxes on pro- 
duction and exchange increase the cost of 
goods and should be abolished, while a tax 
or land values lowers the selling value of 
land and opens up opportunities to produc- 
tion of all kinds. Is it not then as simple 
as A BC that all taxes should be abolished 
except those on land values? 

While single taxers think that lightly 
taxed land values and heavily taxed labor 
products are the one great cause of recur- 
rent business depressions, very few single 
taxers think the single tax would at once 
stop the present depression and make em- 
ployment for all. A sudden application 
would probably result in a great panic, for 
it would destroy most of the remaining 
equity behind millions of mortgages and 
would precipitate the failure of more thou- 
sands of our mortgage-hoiding institutions. 

. _ e 

But the single tax will not come over- 
night. If it ever comes at all, it will come 
gradually, after years of education and dis- 
cussion, and in a way that is not unfair to 
so-called vested rights. Pittsburg has be- 
gun the process for city purposes, by taxing 
improvements only half as much as it taxes 
land values. 

Prof. Harry Gunnison Brown of the Uni- 
versity of Missouri telis us how this gradual 
process would work. He says: “If the sur- 
rounding states should untax capital and 
business, therefore, and should tax land 
values more heavily, the cheaper land so 
made possible and the larger nét returns 
remaining to investors on théir improve- 
ments and other capital would stimulate a 
flow of capital into those states and away 
from Missouri. Even those conservative 
Missourians who were most bitterly opposed 
to the idea of land-value taxation would be 
found preferring to invest in the neighbor- 
ing states which had adopted the new plan!”

27.—Japanese Manchurian forces 
struck a sharp blow in defense of

The fighting took place 25 miles 
northwest of Tunhua after the 
burning of a bridge on the Kirin- 
Tunhua Railway by the Chinese. 

Reports from the area about 
Tunhua said that the insurgent 
threat against the new state was 
becoming more serious and that 
bands. of Wang Teh-lin's followers 
were concentrating northeast and 
northwest of the city. 

Lieutenant-General Ren Mori, 
commanding the Japanese forces, 
began formation of a permanent 
railway guard along the Kirin- 
Tunhua line and moved his head- 
quarters from Kungchulin. 

Communication between Chang- 
chun and Tunhua was interrupted 
by the Chinese, who cut telegraph 
wires. 

Reports from Harbin said Gen. 
Jiro Tamon’s Japanese division wus 
still delayed there today because of 
the refuse! of the Russian manage- 
ment of the Chinese Eastern Rail- 
way to permit the use of the road 
for troop transportation. Tamon’s 
division is waiting to proceed 
northward into the Imienpo dis- 
trict to put down Chinese insur- 
gents there.

FRENCH DEFEATED 
IN ORGANIZATION 
MOVE IN GENEVA 


Arthur Henderson Chosen 
President of Political 
Commission of Disarma- 


ment Conference. 


By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, Feb. 27.—The French 
delegation to the world disarma- 
ment conference’ suffered another 
organization defeat today when the 
delegations of the United States, 
Great Britain, Germany and Italy 
engineered the election of Arthur 
Henderson of Great Britain as 
president of the political commis- 
sion of the conference. 

The French delegation, after 
having been blocked on § several 
other organization choices, had 
made astrenuous effort to elect its 
candidate, Nicholas Titulescu of 
Rumania, to head the political 
commission, which will consider 
the French security proposal. 

The election of Henderson, who 
is president of the general confer- 
ence, was proposed by Hugh Gib- 
son, acting chief of the United 
States delegation. 

Henderson has been the chief 
leader of the movement in opposi- 
tion to the French plans. After he 
was chosen president of the con- 
ference, the French delegates 
sought to place great authority in 
the conference bureau, but Hen- 
derson was chosen to head this or- 
ganization also. Then the French 
delegates, over the protest of the 
Americans, succeeded in depriving 
the bureau of what was expected 
to be its dominant role by refer- 
ring the determination of procedure 
to .a general commission. 

Henderson then was elected pres- 
ident of the general commission, 
and Tardieu, French delegation 
head> moved to create a new com- 
mission to deal with political ques- 
tions, originally expected by other 
delegations to be handled by the 
general commission. 

For chief of this political com- 
mission the French then chose as 
their candidate Titulescu, who was 
defeated by Henderson today. 

Under the present arrangement 
of American delegates, Gibson is 
on the political commission, Hugh 
Wilson on the land forces com- 
imission, Senator Claude A. Swan- 
son, naval forces: Norman Davis, 
air forces, and Dr. Mary Emma 
Woolley on the budgetary commis- 
sion. 

With Henderson as president of 
the conference and its most im- 
portant three subdivisions, his 
health becomes increasingly im- 
portant. Members of his staff say 
it ig better now than when the con- 
ference began, but Henderson looks 
very thin.

ported operating in the Imienpo 
district. Tamon, it said, was em- 
powered to deal with details like 
train transport without reporting 
to Tokio and hence the War Office 
was ignorant of the exact size of 
his order. 

It was confident, the spokesman 
said, that Karakhan’s, figures were 
exaggerated because Tamon_in- 
tended to use only part of the three 
brigades now at Harbin in the 
Imienpo campaign. The War Of- 
fice was apprised, he said, of con- 
siderable Russian troop movements 
on the Ussuri and Amur frontiers, 
but these were merely an evidence 

of Russian apprehensions over the 
MalishinctndNcttectien. which Japan 
does not share. 

Not Aiding Soviet’s Enemies. 

He denied that Japanese military 
authorities were conniving in any 
way to encourage White Russians 
(enemies of the Soviet) and he sug- 
gested that reports of their activi- 
ties emanated from the White Rus- 
sians themselves, perhaps to help 
raise funds, . 

The Foreign Office declared it 
had no knowledge of any intention 
to send Tamon’s troops to the Rus- 
sian border and that the Chinese 
members of the Chinese Eastern 
Railway directorate agreed to fur- 
nish trains for necessary troop 
movements, but the Russian mem- 
bers demurred. 

A spokesman for the Foreign Of- 
fice earlier today indicated that 
Japan might be preparing to hold 
Russia responsible for damages 
suffered by Japanese nationals in 
Northern ‘Manchuria unless trans- 
portation of troops over the Chi- 
nese Eastern were permitted.

The trim, freckled little Scots- 
man, who has traveled faster on 
land than any man in history and 
still calls it “mostly luck,” believes 
his machine can do 280 miles an 
hour, under satisfactory conditions 
of beach and weather. 

Despite hazardous conditions yes- 
terday, Campbell slashed three 
distance records to pieces. He 
wiped them out by margins of from 
six to 86 miles an hour as he beat 
the best previous times for five 
kilometers, five miles and 10 kilo- 
meters. It was, he admitted later, 
“the best show the Bluebird has 
ever put on.” 

Nevertheless he was so keenly 
disappointed at his failure tox do 
better than 251.748 miles an hour 
for the measured mile, a fraction 
slower than the world mark of 
253.968- he set Wednesday, that the 
famous British driver cAncelled 
plans to pack up the Bluebird, for 
the time being, in order to inspect 
the chances of making another run. 


“I weuld like to make one more 
run before going back,” he said, 
“providing, of course, conditions 
look right. We haven't had the 
best of things so far.” 

On the two days, Campbell's 
peak was reached Wednesday when 
he raced southward at about 267 
miles an hour, only to strike a stiff 
head wind and do no better than 
241 on the way north. Yesterday 
his best for the mile, again going 
south,- was 257 miles an hour, 
though he was losing considerable 
traction, due to the ridges in the 
sand, and faced with another haz- 
ard of having his goggles clouded 
as he was going at full speed, leav- 
ing the measured mile.

Now the Most Suc- 
cessful of the 

Band Leaders.

NEW YORK, Feb. 25. 

INCENT LOPEZ, like Rudy 
V vattee has never bothered to 

slay his auditors with fire- 
works, personality or gymnastics 
with the baton, believing that peo- 
ple who trouble listening to an or- 
chestra at all are interested chiefly 
in good music. He has been play- 
ing piano since he was 6 years old, 
at which age he gave his first re- 
cital in the parlor of a neighbor, 
in Brooklyn’s old Red Hook sec- 
tion. He came away alive. 

He is the son of a Spanish 
mother and a Portuguese father, 
although he was raised in Brook- 
lyn. His father, then a bandmas- 
ter in the United States Navy, be- 
lieving that there was little or no 
money in music, arranged for son 
Vincent to become either a school 
teacher or a priest, and shipped 
him off to the Passionist Fathers, 
in Dunkirk, But after trying un- 
successfully to get him away from 
a piano, for several months, the 
fathers decided that his line was 
music.

Club and a nightly deb function. 

At that time Lopez did his sleep- 
ing in taxicabs and his eating en 
route. He is one of the pioneer 
radio broadcasters, and his orches-' 
tra was the first jazz outfit to play 
on Station WJZ.

E need not agree fully with, 
W tnose who say that the child's
